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refuse to accept such m idea. After a very short discussion the King withdraw this 
expression. 

\ said i knew that Mqjoir Martyr* before leaving Uganda, had received histr notions to 
avoid the leased territory* and that I had every reason to expect he would return back to 
the right bank of the river as soon as he got beyond the district of Morass* which had 
forced him to cross over at Dufilch, 

Bis Majesty said, however this might be, the incident which had arisen with Major 
Martyr afforded an opening for making a proposition which lie trusted would meet with 
favourable consideration in Loudon, 

My interview with the King lasted sm hour, but J. deem it unnecessary to report It in 
all its details, its there was on both sides a good deal of repetition of our respective 
ideas. 

The King desires that your Lordship would take into kindly consideration his 
suggestion that the line of fbee trade stone stipulated by the Act of Berlin should, instead 
of following, as at present, the watershed of the Nile and the Congo* he deflected at its 
northernmost point straight across to the 30th degree of longitude, which it should 
then follow till it strikes the existing line drawn north of Lado* across to the Indian 
Ocean. 

That Lado Redjaf and Mcsbra-er-Ilek, both of which would then be in the free trade 
district, should be made Free ports with right of free traffic and transit down the Nile* and 
that lines of communication should be established to Lado Redjtif with store-houses* 
magazines, &c.* both from the Dalle district direct and from the south vift Wadelai and 
Lado* 

That it would be unreasonable to incur the expense of establishing stone-houses and a 
free port at Lado Rct\jaf as long as the lease granted by Great Britain is limited to the 
life of a Sovereign ml ready aged 63 years, and* therefore. His Majesty trusts that Her 
Majesty^ Government would consent to extend to the Congo State the lease now restricted 
lo his own life* 

His Majesty said that Her Majesty's Government laid frequent stress on their desire 
to 14 open duoi's " for commerce, surely there could be no better proof of the sincerity of 
their dedamdortE in this respect than to take the simp to steps which lie now proposed for 
opening that region of Africa to trade and prosperity. 

The King said that in itself that portion of Africa was apparently poor and unpro¬ 
ductive* but the upper regions of the Uelle sutd Ubfpglu were rich* and lie believed a 
large trade would soon be established by the Nile il this nutlet to Europe were 
accorded. 

His Majesty trusts that the spirit of generosity which should animate a groat country 
in dealing, with a small one* and which Great Britain has always displayed towards 
Belgium* will induce your Lordship to entertain favourably these suggestions, to which ho 
attaches great importance,. 

I replied in substance to His Majesty that I would report at once to your Lord* 
ship the suggestions which His Majesty had done ma the honour of explaining* but 
that ilk Majesty must, understand that I held out uo hope of their bring acted un¬ 
certainly* nl all events* not for the moment Flis Majesty knew* of course, tlrnt Lord 
Cromer and Lord Kitchener were now going up to Khartoum to examine and report 
on the whole mutter of the Soudan and the Bahr-cl-Ghar.nl i His Majesty also knew that 
negotiations, would probably some day commence with Fiance on this Bnhr-el-Gliaa&l 
question; therefore, i considered it lijghly improbable that Her Majesty’s Government 
would tie prepared to ue t on suggestions such as His Majesty had now thrown out 
until they had first decided on the policy which was to prevail in future on the Upper 
Nile. 

His Majesty glossed over the difference which exists between Latin Redjuf and Mcfihrn- 
vr-Rek* that, although both were included in the original lease* one only has been actually 
occupied by the Congolese, and spoke as if both would be equally hold by the Congolese 
in egag his idea of free ports is adopted* 

i did net think it advisable to raise this point in thp conversation with His Majesty* 
us I had received Iris whole proposal so boldly* tint!* therefore* I am not sure whether tins 
was or was not really an integral part of His Majesty’s plan. 

My own impression is that what Hi* Majesty is really playing for is the extension of 
the per go cal lease of the Lado Redjaf district to the Congo State* with right, of free 
navigation and commerce down the Nile to Alexandria. 

M. de Cuvelier subsequently coifed on me. us the King during that this eommunica-

’ WITH reference to my despatch No. 235* Confidential, of yesterday % have the 
honour to report that I met Baron Lambermont at si party lost night, who inquired how 
my interview with the King had gone off. 

His Excellency said that-just as he bird, in the spring of 1804, at once referred to 
the Conge State Department the gentleman who was sent hero by the foreign Office 
t 0 sound Mm in regard to a haste for the Anglo*Congolese Convention* which was subse¬ 
quently signed on the 12th May* so on the present occasion he had recommended that 
the Belgian Foreign Department should decline to serve as go-between* but that if 
the Sovereign of the Congo State had anything special to propose to Her Majesty s 
Government* I Sis Majesty should do tins himself direct to the British Minister. 

This was the reason why His Majesty suddenly asked me to call at the Palace, 

Baron Lnmbermont expressed surprise that the King should not have given me his 
proposal in writing, for a Memorandum bad been prepared lobe handed to me. 

I had noticed a document lying on the table before His Majesty* but probably 
the cold reception I had from the outset given to the King's proposals, made him change 

bis mind about presenting it. \ . 

His Majesty* when announcing to mo the subsequent visit ot M. do Lovelier to 
the Legation* did inquire casually whether 1 would wish to have his proposals m writing. 
On the spur of the moment it seemed to me it would ho more convenient to I lor 
Majesty’s Government that 1 should not accept such a formal communication, and 
assured His Majesty that bis verbal explanations were so clear and simple Unit [ 
would not trouble him to reduce them in writing, 

I told Baron Lumbermen!. that I had, of course, undertaken to report _to your 
Lordship the solution suggested by His Majesty* but that 1 hu! not hidden horn ills 
Majesty my impression that no favourable reception would ho accorded to it in 

Rondom^ ^ Baron Umberroont that whatever possible qnc&tibn might hereafter 
arise in regard to Lado mid Redjaf* the King's proposition in regard to Meara-cr-Kek 
seemed to me preposterous. 

Here we were interrupted* and the conversation was not resumed. 

The inclosed copy of the letter in which the Grand Mar&hal de h Com asked 
me logo to the Wace r and which I received only late the previous afternoon* will show 
your Lordship the curious form in which IT is Majesty’s wishes were conveyed tome,

I HAVE received the following From Lord Cromer for your Lordship *-— 

"The situation here has formed the subject of digeiis&ions between the Sirdar und 
myself. 

"It is essential that no time should be lost in Furnishing him with legal powers, 
which will enable him to dispose of a variety of local questions which arc pending. I 
venture to hope, therefore, that instructions may be sent to me which will put iticmu a 
position to deal with the question of the Soudan Convention as soon as 1 return to Cairo. 
I shall arrive there on the 13th instant. 

" Although there is no cause for anxiety, the fact that the Khalifa is still at large 
and disposes of a certain force should not bo lost sight of; it must be remembered, too 
that the Egyptian army 1ms suffered much; from ill health ; further, Use Sirdar’s forceps 
now very much scattered. Under these circumstances, 1 agree with Lord Kitehciici in 
thinking that it would be advisable to dispatch at once to Khartoum the two companies 
of British infantry which arc eventually to bo stationed there* la the event ot this 
course being approved, might the Secretary of State for YY nr be moved to be good enough 
to cause the necessary instructions to be issued f 

11 1 have given the Sirdar authority to occupy Ibv/.ogli. This place lies rather beyond 
Rusaires, the point fixed in the original instructions; it ubmda on higher_ ground limn 
the latter, however, and is healthy, which cannot be sEtid of Uo'8aites + it is known that

the Secretary of State for War would have been glad if other arrangements could have 
been made. 

4, If, however, in Lonl Salisbury^ opinion, it is essential that some Britton troops 
should go to Khartoum, Lord Lanadownp trusts that their permanent retention there 
(to which ibe wording of the Foreign Office letter would appear to point) may not be 
in misled on. 

He suggests that it may bo deemed sufficient tlift! they should be stationed there 
for the less unhealthy months of the year—say, from December to March inclusive, 
"he most dangerous period is the rainy season and when the ground is drying up. The 
rains ore generally over by the middle or end of December. 

n. 3 Tim 10 add that, in the event of the proposal being carried out, very consider¬ 
able expense will he inclined in housing the men, providing pure water supply and 
hospital accommodation. The necessary preparations for these services should be 
completed before the troops go southward, and the knowledge that such arrangements 
arc contemplated may go some way to pro)flee the offset desired. 

G, The question of special rates of pay will also have to be considered in consequence 
of the high rates received by officers and non-commissioned officers serving in the same 
region with Lbe Egyptian army,

AMONG the first papers to be examined m the bundles brought from the 
archives at Omdurnian were a number of papers taken by the Dervishes when they 
defeated l ho forces of the Congo State, The only document of any interest among 
those first examined was a Notification by Fadl-el-Mawbi, IbrmeHv Commander of 
the Egyptian troops in Emin Pasha’s province, that lie had taken service with the 
Congo State, and placed the whole Equatorial Province under its Govern menu lie 
also protested against the presence of any English who might come there as a 
violation of an Agreement made between tin? Congo State and the British East 
Africa Company In 1890, 

A number of other doe omen ts have now come to I Eg hi., showing the authority 
on which Kadbeit-Mawh based his Notification above referred to, and proving that 
the officers of the Congo State treated the Agreement with the British East Africa 
Company as having binding force* although it had not. received the sanction of Her 
Majesty's Principal Secretary of Skate for Foreign Affairs. 

The first of these documents is a letter from M. Jules Mila, commanding the 
Belgian expedition on the Upper Quelle, to the Gove rib r of Equator in, announcing 
that he lias arrived within a day’s march of ’Wadelai. This letter is signed nun 
mutated, but with it is a further droll letter, on the same gffijbial paper, dated the 
2btb September, lSf)2, addressed to Fad 1-el-Maw I a anti the officers of the Equator i a 
ProvSlice, in which the Commandant, of the Quelle expedition informs them that 
posts have been established in the direction of their province, points out that Egypt, 
unable to recover her lost provinces, had renounced her rights to them, and that, 
therefore, they no longer represented any civilized Government.

OFK Pari*; correspondent furnishes ns with some interesting information, respecting 
the elsange which has taken place in the attitude of the French public towards threats of 
war from the side of England. At first lbo threats disturbed official circles. Parliament, 
and general opinion; but they have now ceased to have that, ^alarming ; 11 effect, on 
which the English apparently reckoned, and which helped their quick and easy victory in 
the Fashodn affair. 

French politicians are beginning to accustom themselves to the possibility of *■ 
collision with England ; in the event of such an event certainly the sympathy and even 
the support of Continental Europe will not be on the side of England. 

Even at the most critical moment of the Fn&hoda incident, we never believed in a con. 
diet between England and France, and still less now that, by the Anglo.-'Egyptkn Treaty, 
one of the chief objects of the warlike demonstration has been attained. Having' made 
tham koI ves masters of the Soudtui, perhaps the English will continue the policy of jingling 
weapons with the view of obtaining further concessions from France in RndagnscEtr, 
IndO'Chiuu, or Newfoundland ; ini t as such concessions would he loss import uni than the 
recall of _\ In reliant l native may expect to find them more accommodating when once 
they dearly perceive that France will not grant their demands. 

We therefore consider the change of public opinion in France a good sign. The 
French Parliament, public opinion, and (he Government, inade concessions, not giving 
themselves the possibility of properly considering all the chances of war with England, 
The letter's undoubted naval supremacy hypnotised them. The French have now succeeded 
in freeing themselves from this hypnolmi. They are going to the other extreme and 
talk of a “privateering 1 ' wav, submarine boats, awl the lack of sympathy in Germany 
with British intentions. All this is belter than the late dejection which so much 
distressed the true friends France has outside her frontiers. Tins dejection hits now 
disappeared from sight, and the French should remember what apparently they have 
forgotten * namely, the successful and quiet resistance Russia made to similar demands of 
England, also that there is every reason to believe that in the event of a ccnlEJct between 
England and France, the ally of the latter would not remain a mere passive spectator, 
but would find mentis to remind the English of her close neighbourhood in Asia, 

Judging by our correspondents letter from Faria, this important circumstance is 
remembered by only a few, especial comment being made on privateering, submarine 
boats, and the weak land forces at England's disposal to meet the Trench colonial 
troops. 

Due must sincerely regret, this forgetfulness, because, thanks to it* French public 
opinion let out of sight one of Llm chief causes for expecting that after the Soudan was 
conquered England would not have let her pretensions kiul to the length of a war with 
France; for in London they know very well what consequences such a war might, we 
should Hay probably would, entail on England,

The very great practical difficulty in the way of enacting any law which shall be 
binding on ail the inhabitants of Egypt, whether European or native, hay up to the 
present time prevented any attempt being made to bring the Egyptian practice in 
cbmieetion with this matter more into harmony than ta at present, the. ease with that 
cl' countries in Europe 1 .

In my lloporls for the years 1805 nnd 1896, I explained that, as mi experimental 
measure, the Government at one time advanced £ ti. 10,000 in small sums In ilu 
fellaheen, The experiment proved sufficiently successful to afford eneeuragemont for 
private enterprise to enter this held of action. The Egyptian Credit Eoneier 
consented to lower the minimum amount of its advances to £ I], 100, Inasmuch, 
however* a * Lite advances made liy village money-lenders are gemirallv in small sums 
of less than .CE. 10, ii. was evident that the limit of £ E. 100 was still too high to 
reach the majority of those whom il was desirable to relieve, 

A further timtal ive riep has now been taken in the dintoion of dealing with tills 
question. The newly-created National Bank is about to make advances Of small sums 
up to 20h 3 at 9 per cent, interest. Further, the Bank offers advances up to HUU, al 
tlio same rate of interest* to lta& who wish to pay bfftlirir old debts; repayment to 
the bank will be made in jive yearly instalment dim in October of iwcli year, that is 
to say, nt the lime the cel inn crop is gathered. All such advances will be reported to 
(be Government, who will instruct (be tax collectors to enter them on the *' Whiles"* 
and cil'ccl the tocoverics with the taxes,

As the fellaheen at present habitually borrow money at exorbitant rates of 
in ter e s tors o m ot i m e s as high as 40 per cent., and even higher—it is probable that 
advantage will be taken of the terms now offered, But 1 must repeat what I have 
said before on this subject, namely, that tho measures now in course of execution must, 
still be regarded as wholly experimental, The- relations between, the money-lenders 
and the cultivating olauses, which are very similar in character in all backward 
agricultural countries, constitute an economic problem of extreme difficulty. I am 
not aware that anywhere a thoroughly satisfactory solution of this problem has been 
found. It i% in fact, impossible to feel sanguine of the success of any protective 
measures devised with the object of safeguarding (he poorer class of cultivators against 
the consequences of their improvidence, In the present instance, all that is possible 
is to give the cultivator a fair chance of escaping from his linaucial embarrassment:;; 
but no measures devised by the Government can prevent his incurring fresh pecuniary 
obligations of a nature to frustrate the intention, of the scheme now contemplated on 
his behalf. I am well aware of the force of these arguments. They do not constitute 
a sufficient reason for total inaction, but they enjoin watchfulness, with a view to 
deciding, by the light of the practical experience which will eventually be gained, 
whether It will or will not be desirable to continue the experiment, now in course of 
progress 

Domains Admini-si ro. tion. 

The original area of the Domains estates mortgaged to the bondholders in 1879 
was 428,497 acres. It bits now* by successive sales, linen reduced to 204,905 acres; 
13*774 acres of land were sold in 1898 tor about £ 11 344,090-, a sum 18 per cent, 
above the estimated values., 

^ The quantity of land which can be sold in any one year is limited by law, but the 
limit of permissible sales ha* not yet been reached. Estates to the value of about 
£• E. 609,000 arc at present awaiting purchasers* 

The outstanding capital of the loan* which originally amounted to £ E. 8,288,000, 
has now been reduced to about £ E. 8*214,000, It. is probable that, after the loan has 
been completely paid off, properties of considerable value will remain at the disposal of 
the Government, 

Al. present Egyptian wheat is els icily used in Europe for the maun tacrine of 
starch, or tor distil la Lion. In the course of last, year an experiment of some 
interest was made by the: Domains Cbmmissiimm with a view to ascertaining whether 
a class of grain could not be produced in Egypt, winch would be saleable in Europe 
for milling purposes, A quantity of seed wheat was obtained from tlu- Ihmjtiub 
sufficient to plain 4} acres oT land. The yield was at the into of 94 bushels per 
acre* as compared with 47 bushels of Egyptian wheat From mt adjoining plot, of land of 
precisely the same quality. The price obtained in Alexandria was 31#, 8 oh a quarter, 
whim Use ordinary wheat from the deltaic provinces was soiling at 27 a. Id, A sample 
was sent to Liverpool for valuation, and was priced at -ita. bd, a quarter, when the 
host English wheat was selling at 59#. I u reporting on the sample, the brokets stated 
that 11 it was the liiu&i. of its kind (i.ta, Indian wheat) ever seen in the market, and that 
if a large quantity was available, it could readily be sold in the Liverpool market for 
milling purposes/’ 

The experiment has proved so successful that it is proposed to extend the cultiva¬ 
tion of Indian wheat this year to an area of 200 acres. 

Datea Adm in id ra f h n. 

The Da'ira receipts last, year wore prejudicially affected by the exceptionally cold 
weather in (be month of January 1898. In .1.897, t ,742,158 kimtaw* of sugar were 
manufactured In 1.898 Ihc yield wars only 1,322,028 ktfnters, a 4iff rciice of no less 
than 419*230 fc alters. A rise of price partly compensated for the losn winch would 
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otherwise have been realized, Nevertheless, the crop, which in l.Sff? was sold for 
about £ R 383*000, only realized £ E. 4-38*000 in 1808, a difference of £ li 145,000. 

About 80 per cent of the whole crop went to America.

Passenger traffic continues to increase steadily, 1 he figures bring 11.312,000 in 
1898 ns against 10,74^,000 ih 1897, The hie tease is wholly in the third class. The 
amount of first-class passenger traffic ebows but litile fluctuation* whilst the second¬ 
ed traffic toads to dimfimk the figures lulng 1,003,000 in 1B9S as against. 1,15-1,000 
in 1897.

The Kcnoli-Assouan line was also finished This linn proved of great: service 
during the recent campaign, but* as .1 have stated on previous occasions, the break of 
gauge at Luxor is greatly to be regretted. The alignment is also in many places 
defective* and will probably* sooner or later, have to be altered.

In lb.' lirst place:, Lhi: working cxjumiscs arc fixed* by Inter national arrangemimi;* at 
45 per cent of the gross' receiphs; TnU proportion is low as cmnpnred to railways in 
oilier countries. Uiiforlumddy, this Is not the only evil. Tin: Law of tfrfiudatioiu 
and the subsequent Decrees which have received international sanction, make no 
adequate provision for capital expenditure on the railways. The proportion of the

£ E. iviSOCyOdO, and thus place the railways in thoroughly good working order* The 
country would gain by this expenditure, and the increased receipts would cerluinly far 
more than cover the additional interest charge. Tliis rafale of procedure being 
impossible, tho only resource left is to fall buck on the General Reserve Ruud. A 
prograuuno of expondiun'e, amounting in all to £ H. 1,330,099 in five years, has now 
been skohdic'il out. Of this amount, il is proposed that £ E. 080,000 should come 
from the General Ui'Scmi Fund, whilst ibo balnncL: of £ E, 350,000 will be provideil 
by ilie Railway Adiiiinlfttmlson. This money will suliieM to buy 2.700 10 -ton trucks* 
200 pdisaciigui 1 carriages* and 30 locomotives. It will enable steel to be substituted 
for iron rails over 550 kilotu. of line, and 1,500 kllonu to be properly ballasted. Also, 
it will be possible to repair and improve some of the stations* and* where necessary, to 
strengthen the bridges iu order to allow of heavier trains passing over them. 







During the current year, C E. 3■’O t €(K) will bo spunk of winch A iif, iuUjUUU will 
come from, the General Reserve Fund. It [a hoped that the Commissioners ot the 
Debt will be in a position to make further grants from the same fund to the extent of 
£ E. 180,000 a-tcw for Hie four years from 1000 to 10®, both bieluaivt. 

Something," therefore, is being done towards applying a remedy to tlie evils which 
are the natural result of the present, system, but bo tong as that system continues in 
existence it is almost hopeless to expect- that 1 lie Egyptian Railway Administration 
can placed on a thoroughly satisfactory looting. It was strongly condemned by 
two highly competent authorities, Colonel Mftrindin and Mr. Farror, who reparted on 
the general question of railway management in Egypt some years ago. 


Ayr iat Uural Roads, 

Two hundred and four Idiom, of new roads were constructed in 1S9S, at a cost of 
£ E, ’22,000 1 about- 5* E. 5,001) were expended on the maintenance of existing roads. 

The provincial Council of the lhvyouni has voted M E. 213,000 for the construction 
of twenty-eight new roads, 222 kilom. iu length* 

There are now close upon 2,000 Idiom, of agricultural roads in Egypt. 


One hundred and li(Tv-three miles were opened for traffic during 1898, making* 
with the mileage open in’1897, a total of 207 miles in alb Fifty additional miles will 
very shortly he opened. 

* The Mansourah-Maiarieh line was practically finished in 1897, hut the few miles 
remaining to be done were not taken over until 1S9S. This line suffers severely from 
competition with the boats in the adjacent canal* 

Oil the Delta light railway {Provinces of Mem and GknrhEch), 92 miles of 
Hue were opened for traffic in 1898. Tim account, of the first complete year’s working 
not yet being to hand, it is impossible to say what the earnings really are; but 
it is certain that tho Company will not have to avail itself oi 1 the Government 
guarantee of £ F. 30 per ki torn* per annum. 

The average number of passengers per kilom. and per annum on this lino was 
5,000, and the average price of the tickets taken 5rf, T his h fu ly np to the average 
of the French and Dutch linos; when the system h extended, these figures may fairly 
he expected to improve. 

The "Chomius de For Fconomiquos " (Provinces of Sharldch, Dnkalilieh, and 
Galkuibieh), opened for traffic 01 miles of line in Novernier last; -1-0 more miles will 
he Opened very shortly. After two months' working the average number of 
passengers reached th o figure of -1*200 per Idiom, and per annum; the average price 
paid for tickets was 7>$d. ' Siim-tentlis of the iiqlsets taken were third class. 

Construction has commenced on tho Fayouni light railways, Earthwork and 
masonry arc in progress cm two lines ; on a third the earthworks have been put in 
hand. Tim permanent way is living delivered* and the rolling-stock tins boon, Ordered. 
These lines being entirely "in the hands of a group of native capitalists, the amount of 
success realised by the undertaking will be watched with interest. 

From, the foregoing remarks it will he seen that good progress has been made 
upon all the lines. Further, it is unlikely that the Government will be called upon to 
pay any thing in the simps of guarantee money to any of the Companies. 


Telegraph#, 


The following Tabic shows the revenue and expenditure of the Telegraph Depart¬ 
ment for the last two years *.— 
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It- will be scon that the surplus of revenue oyer expenditure was £ IT 14,000 
greater in 1898 than in the previous year. Of this amount about £ E. 8,500 were 
due to the operations in the Soudan, leaving a balance of £ lit 5,500 as the normal 
increase on ordinary traffic, 

The number of telegrams which passed over tho wires In 1893 was 1,0-17,435, as 
compared to 901,275 in 1807, :ut increase of 80,180. Of those 510,455 in 1S97, and 
531,901 In 1808, were in Amble, 

The steady animal increase in the number of telegrams sent in Arabic baa led to 
an examination of the question of whether the Arabic-spe^ting public could not. bo 
provided with further facilities for communication by establishing a cheap telegraph 
system between tho villages. The main difficulty consists in the heavy initial cost, of 
the poles. A piece of waste land belonging to the Government has now been turned 
in In a plantation on which 100,000 young trees are growing. There is, therefore, a 
fair prospect that in a few years an abundant supply of cheap poles will be available. 


Port of Alexandria. 

The total number of ships (steamers and sailing-vessels) which cleared from the 
Port of Alexandria in 1S9S was 2,143, representing 2,271,900 tons of shipping. Tins 
is 285 ships, and 289,000 tons in excess of 1897. 

OF the steamers, 734, reprinting 1,117,000 tons, or I<31 pci-cent, of the total 
number, were British. 

The net receipts of tlic Port amounted to £ E. 1.31,000, or about £ E. 8,000 in 
excess of the previous year. 

The want oF quay accommodation and flic imperfect arrangements which have 
heretofore existed for unloading ships, have recently formed the subject of very 
legitimate complaint on the part of the mercantile community of Alexandria. As in 
the ease of I he railways, the development of the port lias nos kept pace with the 
growing prosperity nf the country. A project has been drawn up for the enlargement 
of the port, hut 1.1 in estimated cost, which is from £ E* 500,000 to £ E. 700,000, is, ter the 
time being, preh ibitivc. In order, i hcreFore, to provide for I lie most pressing needs, iUm 
been decided to spend ,t J E. 80,000 From tho General Keserve: Fund on increasing the 
width of a p or Lion of I lie mole from 20 to 90 indies, thus giving a larger amount of storage 
room ter coal, and on erect teg machinery for the more rapid discharge of collie ri. These 
vessels are now only aide to discharge ;ii the mto of L00 tons a-day. With l he aid. 
of the new machinery ii is calculated that they will he able to discharge at the rate of 
1,000 Lons in 1.2 or 14 hours. 

These improvements will lead loan cconoiby in the number of berths now allotted 
to colliers, and wid thus increase tlib space available for general shipping. Hut the 
relief afforded will be insufficient to meet the ever-in(.-rearing demands, for poll 
accommodation, It is to be hoped that, at; no very distant dal...\ it will be po&ssldu to 
deal more effectively wiLh this important, subject.

Ills; value of I lie exports in 1^98 was LIT i 1,805,000, a» competed In 
X )T 12,1*121,000 iti 18t/7. The decrease, Auiount.iiig to £l£. 51^000, WA$ almost wholly 
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due. to the fall in the prieo of cotton. The quantity of cotton exported m l|98 was 
270,090 kaiitars greater than in tlm previous year, but this was accompanied % 
diminution in the value to the extent of £ IT 1:6:1,000, 

Sugar tell off both in quantity and value, 'Thera was also some decrease in the 
exports nf rice, beans, word. iuoIu-kshs, and hides. On the otlm i* hand inkitms, wheat-, 
flour, and henna showed n fair increase. 

The. cigarette export trade continues to flourish. In tin: course of last year about 
200,000,009 cigarette,s were exported from Cairo alone. About £ JT 31,000 was repaid 
ns drawback on cigarettes in 1808, as compared to L IT 28,090 in 1807. Nov that tlm 
growth, of tobacco in Egypt is prohibited, there- is not much tear of those cigarettes 
being adulterated. Moreover, (ini' tobacco is almost necessarily used in tho cigtU’oi tea 
intended for export, as the lower qualities do not stand the packing and sea-tmn&port. 
On the other hand considerable numbers of cigarettes are made In ffnropc and sold 
with fraudulent, imitations of Elm Egyptian (ratio marks and Citatum* labels.

Tiro behaviour 6f the Vile in 1S9R was the- exact vcveren of that in 1897. In 
1897 the summer supply, which was exceptionally good, was followed by a poor Hood, 
In 1890, mi the oilteir (mild, t!m summer supply' was much below (ho average, wliitat 
the flood was doLhh'dly ldgh mid very laic in passing pf& 

The low summer supply threw some very arduous work on the oiliccrs or tho 
irri-nitiou Department. Special measures had to he taken_in order to secure ftm 
cotton crop a gain si lailure, Notices were issued eaily in_ Ihe season waruitig 
cultivators ibai the water supply would he dotirtent, uml advising them to rcditei? na 
tar us possible llicarea planind with rice, tail tin lieed was paid to this waimiug. A 
certain iiuantitv nt llio i‘iee tirop was losi, I h" gallon crop was, lumyirci, saied. 1 11 

August it. rii'i noised to he exceptionally large. Unfortunately, to damp and low 
tenipcisttnre during I hr inoidh of Scptemher dinmnslied to yield very considorubly. 
Every clVorl- was made to prevent any escape of water tbi'ough tlie Biinugo 
■hi"' the months of taw Xiio. Rotation of caunls* was stvlclly enforced both in 
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’Middle ami Lower Egypt. In order re supplement the water supply of the 
Mahmoudi eh Canal, a dam was made rtcross the Rosetta branch of the Nile. 

Seasons such as that of 1898 do not ns a rule occur more than once in fire years. 
It may reasonably he hoped that before the next year of loir summer supply comes 
round the reservoir works will be completed. The heigh 1 of the river during 
the summer will then bo a matter of mdillorenco in so far as Lower Egypt is 
concerned. 


Nik Re$crwii% 

On this important subject Sir William Carotin writes as follows t— 

“A commencement was mink; with the reservoir works both at Assouan and 
Assiout during the summer of 1S98. 

** Owing to the Soudan expedition, difficulties were experienced in iva-nspovluig 
materials and plant to Assouan; the railway, more particularly the narrow-gauge 
portion of it. between Luxor and Assouan, was so blocked by wav material and stores, 
that it was almost impossible to find means of transport for anything else. The 
exceptionalty low stab- ol' 1 lie "Nile during the months of Ihy and dime, rendered 
carriage of heavy goods by river out of the question. 

“Thu dam which is to form the reservoir will ho built at the first cataract, a few 
miles south of A.ssnuftii. It is designed to holdup wafer to a level of 1.06 metres 
above mean sou level, or rather more than 30 metres above the low-water level of the 
Nile at site. Its total length will be. 2,lfi(S yards with a width at crest of 36'I feet, 
'fhc width of base at the deepest portion will he 82‘"i feet, and the height of the work 
at i he deepest spot will be 92‘4 feet. The dam will he pierced by 180 openings, or 
umlcr-slulces (140 of which rac 26] feet by G b G feet and 10 are 13*2 feel: by (H> feet) 
provided with gates. These sluices will pass the flood and surplus water throng! 1 the 
dam, and by them I be reservoir will hr emptied when water L required for irrigation 
in Middle and Lower Egypt. Tlm>i- locks will he built, and n navigation channel 
made on tile west of the river to enable boats to puss up mid down, 

c "Tim dam at Asriqut will bo wind is called an open Barrage?, and will be similar 
in construction to flic existing Ibimgps on (he Hosethi and Da mi of. t a branches. The 
now work will consist ol' 111 buys or openings, each 1(05 fiiot wide, and each bay will 
be provided wiili regulating gates. The (trial length of the work will he 003 yards* 
A lock 53 feet, in width will be constructed on the west lmnk, largo enough to pass the 
largest tourisi boat plying on the river. By regulating on this Ibrruge water will be 
supplied in spring and summer to the I bmhimieb Canal, which ini gates Middle Egypt. 
Ai present this canal lias to he dredged to a depth of some 2 metres below the lowest 
summer level in the elver, and even with these the crops sulfur in years of low summer 
supply. A regulation bridge with a look, will be built at the head of the ibmtiimioh 
Ciiiml in order to allow of Hie supply being reduced, if necessary, in flood, 

J< in spite of the difficulties of transport to which allusion is made above, a 
considerable amount of work was done h\ the emil metors. At Assouan a good deal 
of the quarrying and blasting of the granite was carried out both on the line of the 
'bun mid oil the navigation channels j a large amount of madlinciy was brought Io 
the site, and preliminary works in the shape of lempomry railways, houses far the 
stall’, brick-kilns, shopp, lime-kilns, drying-ahe/jU, hos]dial, powder magazine,, temporary 
dams, &c. s wows erected. By the end of Dfreomber 2,000 men were employed on 
thr work, of whom 271 worn Europeans, chiefly Kalian is-tonn-c:utters. 

“ Owing to the large quaiii.ily of rock excavation necessitated m order to reach a 
good foundation, It was not found possible (o commence the masonry during 181)8. 

“The total amount paid to the eontiactors in 1898 for the Assouan works was 
about U E. 118,0d0. 

u AI AssiouL work up to the end of November was confined to the construction 
of boil clings ami workshops, a brand i railway, and to the collection of building 
materia!. In Encumber the work of damming the western diumml of the river was 
commenced, and was completed by the end of l lie mouth. The dam summed mg the 
actual foundation pit was then taken in hand, mid will probably he finished before 
this TIl'poi'Mh published. The space tb.ns inclosed will then be "uuwatered, and the 
work of laying the concrete foundation commenced,

The foundation stone of tho Assouan dam was recently laid by Ills Royal 
Highness the Duke of Connaught. 
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\ The Barrage, 

The repairs in this important work, to which I alluded in my Reports for the 
years 1896-and 1807, iftvo continued during 1898. Cement grout, in a semi-liquid 
state, was forced into the interstices' of the piers and, foundations by means of bore¬ 
holes made in each pier. The Rosctla Barrage repairs were completed in 1897, and in 
1898 (be same process was applied to (be Damietta Barrage and brought to a success¬ 
ful conclusion by the end of that year. 

It is, of course, impossible to ascertain how Fax the experiment luts been a com¬ 
plete success, ns the foundations underlying the structure cannot bp examined. Still, 
the fact that cement grout, under a pressure from 19 to S6 tolls pur square metre, has 
been introduced into more than 300 points below the lbinitiations of the structure 
inspires confidence that the work i-; now in a moro stable condition than wis ever 
previously iho case. It lias, during l.lu* past year, supported a head of wafer equal 
to l raelrrfi, or, in other words„ a pressure of from a fifth to a sixth of that exerted by 
tin: columns of cement grout. 

So much depends upon I he Barrage, and its original defects of construction were 
bo -groat, that it is wise to neglect no precautions which may tend to insure its per¬ 
manent stability, and it. luts bean with this, end in view that two subsidiary weirs, 
dowa^ttmniof the work, have been undertaken. When these weirs are completed, the 
bead of water, and consequently the strain on the Barrage, will be very largely 
reduced. 

A credit of £ E. 530,000 for tho construct ton of fheso weirs was granted by the 
Commissioners of the Public Debt at the end of 1897* Of Ibis amount, about 
£ E. 82,f)69 was spent in 1308. Fair progress was made in the work, and Ei. k hoped 
that, should the summer lords of tho Nile prove favourable, the weir across the 
LamioUa branch may bo completed to low-water level before the Hood of this year. 


NUe &'aitgeSi 

I am glad to say that, after a prolonged Interruption due in tEie disturbed state of 
Uganda, i:lm readings of the Victoria Nyamsa gauge arc new again registered and 
forwarded regularly to Cairo. The information thus acquired is of groat value, 
■Additional knowledge, which would bo of great assistance to tho Egyptian Irrigation 
Department, would be obtained if a gauge wore also eroded in the Albert Lake. 

As regards gauges in the Sun dan, all I need say is that registration of the water 
levels of tilts Nile kept pace with the advance of tho Anglo-Egyptian army. 

The Corvrfe. 


The following Pablo shows the number of watchmen called oul during the period 
of Hood for each year since 1888: 
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The figures for 1.895, show an increase over those for 1897. This was to ho 
expederk as the Hood of last year was high, whilst that of 1507 was exceptionally low. 
It is HulLfiteioiy, however, to note that, with tho exception of 1897 the totals for 
1898, are lower than lhost* Cor any previous year, 
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Each vear soino progress is made in the direction of diminishing the numbers _ of 
Nila watchmen umwwsirily called out, They uro now far more in agreement with 
actual nfeeiissities than was formerly the ease. The men are placed on tbalwiks at the 
points where they are really wanted, and are no lunger distributed indiscriminately 
along the whole length of the Mile bank. 


Brtiinfvje, 

The Commissioners of the Public Debt, continuing their liberal policy of 1897, 
granted a special credit of C K. 255,0(19 in 1898, for drainage works in Lower Egypt 
A further sum of £ E. 2(5,090, was expended on smdi works by the Irrigation Depart- 
men I from its ordinary resources, The total drainage expenditure for the year, 
exclusive of maintenance, was, therefore, L' 1?, ‘iSI.,000. por this.sum, 308 Idiom, of 
now drains were dug, and 2(57 kilom. of old drains widened and reiiiodelled, 

A further credit ol'.G E, 200,000 from the General Bosom Fund lias been grunted 
for expenditure on drainage in 1899. 

The benefits to lie derived from expenditure of this nature are evident, Every 
landowner in the country Liutlcrsf-mds (.he advantage ol! a drain, and every one 
appreciates the work which is now being d&iib. In a few years time the country will 
posset ft complete system of dwvins ; the projects for the future arc nil well in hand 
and fairly mqppcil out. Pivc veers of annually decreasing expenditure should sec 
them all finished* so that by the time tlmt the increased water supply resulting from 
the Nile reservoir is available, (lie country will be able to make use of it without risk 
of water-logging and deterioration of the soil. 


The Cataracts, 

I mentioned in my Report for the year 1897, that Professor George lorbes was 
engaged, on behalf of ’the Egyptian Govern numb In studying the question of whether 
the cataracts of the Nile could he used as n means tor generating electricity. 

Professor Forbes' Report has now been received. It will he of great value when 
the time arrives for taking up this question seriously, 


t*while Buildings, 

,[ have frequently alluded to the great, ineopyenicnce experienced owing to the 
want; of suitable public buildings thoughout Egypt,_ ll in impossible to mm-i. the 
ever-increasing demands m rhe various Departments i i this cuiiucetioiu At llu 
time, vear by vwar, some improvement takes place. 

Without entering into great detail, 1 may mention that about L K r 0,090 was 
spent, in 1898 on Law Courts, prisons, hospitals* district offices, and other public 
buildings. The new Law Courts in Cairo, on winch iuut; .1 Ik 21,000 was expended 
during 1898, will, it is Imped, lie completed by the end of this year.

The Interior. 

The aystcin under which Die Depart menL of the Interior is now ailtniinst.tivEal 
originated during the short period, from April 189-1 to November L89;>, when Nubnr 
Pa^ha last held olUce. Before that period the administration of the promcml ppliCO 
was centralised under an English iTispector-General at licad-quarters, v ink mg through 
resident English pf>liec officers stationed in the provinces. 'Hmsc uflim-a were not 
under the orders of the Motulirs, neilhur were the latter under Hie orders id the 
police officers. The responsibility for preserving public order w:is t in fauu divided 
between the Moudirs and the police oiTiccns, The system did not work well. Mubar 
Pasha's extensive local kuuwlcdgu ami si ate sin a alike grasp of general principles 
enabled him to point out its main defect. Stated in n lew uords, Dus delect con¬ 
sisted in tacatinj a dual rcsponsihility in each emitre of the. provincial ad in in sstmuon* 
Thy principal reason which indturcfl Nubar Pasha, in spite of Ids hdliiig beat lb, to 
accept office in !894, was a desire to place the affairs of the Interior on a belter 
footi ji than heretofore. Under his auspices a system welh inlnidueiA which ren¬ 
dered the Mimfljrs wholly lxjsponsible for the nutjutonsnuHj of public order ui iJu'jr 
several districts. English liispevtors who do nut reside perimLncnUy in the pi'OvmceSr 
were substituted in the place of resident police cfllccrs. Mr. Gorst, who has now 
been succeeded, with somewhat changed functions, by Sir. Maeltiell, was appointed 
to be Adviser at the Department of iUo Interim", His mm funatioas were lu 









cxerekc a general control over tlie proceedings both of the Mondirs and of the 
English Inspectors. 

It was natural that this system should, at the outset, have evoked a certain 
amount of criticism and opposition. ! have, however, no doubt that -Nubar Pallia 
rendered a valuable service to bis ndnpled country by bis advocacy of a principle 
which is unquestionably sound. 

The new organisation has non 1 been long enough in operation to enable an 
opinion tn he formed of its results. They are satisfactory, both as regards (he 
prevention and the detection of crime. 

The total number of felonies committed in 1398 was 1.312. as compared with 
1.SG0 in 189th and 1,121 ill 1897. 

Robberies with violence have fallen from 925 in JS95, and 018 m 1596, to 072 
in IBS)7 and 311 in 1898. 

The number of felonies committed per head of population was T to 0,132 in 
1890, 1 to (1.(197 m 1897, and 1 to 7,075 in 

The nmbbdv of criminal cases which lave remained undiscovered for waul of 
evidence has largely decreased, whilst the number of conviction's in cases sent before 
the Tribunals is steadily increasing, thus testifying to an improvement In the manner 
in which flic cases arc prepared by the local authorities. 

I dwell on this subject, not merely on aeccu.nl of its intrinsic importance, but 
bccutftse the results obtained bmiv icstiruony to the wise foresight displayed by Xubur 
Pasha in what was probably the last importmil act of his public life. 

In my Report for the year 1897 I explained that until recently the punishment 
of deni.li for murder could only be inflicted if the accused person confessed Ids crime, 
or if 1 he evidence of (wo eye-witnesses to the murder could be obtained. The objec¬ 
tions to (ids provision of 9le law are obvious, ill remained m existence, however, for 
some years, owing to ail erroneous belief thal Ihe gnueml principles of Mnbommerhm 
jurisprudence 'did not permit of any change being made. Eventually Mm general rules 
of evidence, which obtain in respect to other crimes, were applied to eases of murder. 
The result has been that tn 13.08 ten capital sentences were executed, as compared to 
live in 1897 and four in 1899. 

Prison* 

The hvo main defects of the Egyptian Prison Administration are: first, that the 
accommodation is insufficient for the number of prisoner---; and, secondly, that, in 
many eases, 1:1m prisoners have to pm vide their own food, a system which necessarily 
involves frequent communication with their friends and relatives outside the prison 
walls. Until both of these defects urn completely remedied it is hopeless to expect 
I hat discipline can be thoroughly enforced, or generally ilmt the recognised prin¬ 
ciples which should regulate u sound prison administration can receive- their full 
application, 

iVant- «I funds has so far stood in the way of any immediate and complete 
reform. Nevertheless, year by year steady progress has been made in the direction of

In 1898 the Commissioners of the Debt granted U E* 33,000 from the General 
Reserve Ruud for the construction of prisons* A further grant uf C K 20,000 has 
now been made to he expended during the current year, t hope it may be found 
possible to allot an additional G E, 00,000 at. 1 lie close of 1899 for expenditure in 1900. 
If this is done, the inain diflkultics connected with the question of prison aeeommo* 
dalhm will have been solved by the dose of 1900. The evils sittendaut on over¬ 
crowding will then di$&ppenv. 

The rptoslion of how the prisoners are in he fed lias been practically solved. 
Under (ho capable direction of Coles Rasim* the Director-General of the Ib-isoua, 
prison labour has received a fresh impulse, The earnings of the prisoners last, year 
amounted to £ H, 18,009, In some of ( be prisons the prisoners ittitl have to provide 
tlmirown food, but whiTcrcr prison labour has been organized food is now provided 
by the Department 

A I aw wees passed some little while ago allowing conditional liberij to Hie wull- 
qtmdueled prisoners sentenced to more than one year's nuprlsownent, I am informed 
that this measure has proved very heupJftdaJ, Wh us rogimls the maintcnuncc of 
discipline) and the induction of mi inhere in the over-crowded prisons. Out of ] r 099 
prisoners eoudUionolly released only fourteen have been re-nriijiateri. 

lit the course of last year n law was passed allowing prisoners sentenced to 


imprisonment iu default of fine or cost-3 the privilege of substituting labour in the 
place of imprisonment. Up to the close of hist: year 40,070 persons had claimed to 
work rather than he imprisoned. The operation of the new system has enabled the 
Department to close the prisons for " contraventions " {potty offences) both in Cairo 
and Alexandria, 

I am glad to say that the Reformatory, which was recently instituted, and which 
has now been transferred Spin Alexandria to Cairo, is working well. In respect to 
both technical and physical training, it can now bear hoaipurriou with similar institu¬ 
tions in Europe, A short time ago, no thing' struck a casual visitor to m Egyptian 
prison more forcibly than the extreme youth of many of the prisoners. It h satis¬ 
factory to know that the evils, attendant on a system under which juvenile are mixed 
up with adult prisoners, have now been removed. 

The Census, 

In my Iasi annual Report T was able to give a summary of the general results 
obtained by the Census, which was taken in the spring of 1897, I have now only to 
add that lbe final Report, which is accompanied by very full statistical Tables, is 
tsimpletecL The manner in which the operations of the Census have been conducted 
reflects great credit on Boinefc Bey, who was charged with the direction of this 
work, 

Dntmtvje of Cairo, 

This subject has been under considers (.ion since 1899, hut, owing to financial and 
other reasonsj, no solution has so far been found. The Cairo "Water Company has now 
in hand a scheme which is almost ready to he submitted to the Government* The 
approximate total cost is £ E, 750,000* As soon as the Water Company's proposals 
are complete, 1-hoy will receive careful consideration. It Is to bo hoped that, at no 
veiy distant date, it will be possible to commence work, 1 may mention I hat> in 1891j 
the Bowers agreed hi the administrative expenditure of the Egyptian Government 
being increased by half the Octroi receipts of Cairo, in order to provide for the drainage 
of the town. The financial difficulties of carrying out any scheme arc thus materially 
lessened, 

Drataay(} of A!e&'#ndrta. 

The question of providing Alexandria with a good system of drainage has* fora 
long time past/hcen under cons id ovation. A scheme has now been prepared by the 
Municipality. I I has received theappreval of fclio highest technical authorities in the 
country, and will shortly lie pul up to public tender. The total'cost of the work is 
estimated at. C E. 690,000. A loan of this amount will he raised on the security of 
tim Oetrrd receipts of the town, li ia thought Hint an annuity of E E. 21,000 will 
suffice to pay the interest ami extinguish the debt in fifty years. The Government 
and the Commissioners of the Debt have agreed to contribute £ E, 10*903 a-year 
towards (he annuity. Tho Municipality has increased the house tax in Alexandria by 
3 per cent. This measure will bring in about £ E. 0,600 net. The remainder of the 
an anil v will be charged to the credit of 0 E, 12*009 in the Budget of the Municipality 
for sanitary works. 

The construction of tho works will bo spread over five years* During ibis period, 
only it portion of the nimuity of £ E, 21-.090 will ho, required. The balance, amount lug 
to about C li. 00,009* will bo employed in constructing an improved system of filtration 
for the water supply of the town, fisc fact that an arrangement has at Inst been made 
for the execution of this important work reflects great credit on the Municipality of 
Alexandria, and notably on its President, Obakour Boy.

Xn 1806 Municipalities were organised in nine towns? the number was subse¬ 
quently increased to twenty*

Tke improvement in health, deanlijpss. and comfort hi 1 lie towns whore 
Muuh-ipa lilies exist bears testimony to the prudent expendittiro of IIlc. small credits 
available. \ regular system of paring, sweeping and lighting has been iur,reduced. 
In Bfline eases, projects for utilising the electric light are already under consideration. 
Ah my of rite " birkeis,” or large ponds of stagnant water, with which the out skirls of 
the towns arc usually stnmumleil, have been tilled in. Fire-engines are gradually being 
furnished, new iSathT are b.dog opened, and every town now has its central square with 
n small public garden, 

Encouraged liy these satisfactory results, the Government rei-cauly decided to 
make n still further experiment-, and outborinrd the creation at Almfsouraji of a new 
type of Municipality, id Life Budget of winch would he increased by the imposition of 
optional taxes upon imports and exports. 

The MansDumh Mnnkdpnliiy is composed of the three usual jear officio members 
nnd eight others, nf whom four are native and four European. Its decisions do not 
require Ibo approval of the Central Board. 

This Municipality \wia only even fad in October 1808. If is, therefore, as yd too 
early lq speak of the success of the experiment. 

"The privileges confm’ed on Eurajiffiim by the CrapUnkuons stand in the way of 
any considerable extension of the municipal system.

Wfiter tiwjipy of Provincial Tom*. 

One of the most important sanitary questions in Egypt i* ilu; supply of drinking- 
water in the provincial towns. In 181)5 an important discovery was.made at TaniMi. 
Water of excellent quality was found at 75 feet below tho .miluee. 

hi consequence of Ibis discovery, works capable of delivering 3fi0 cubic metres of 
the purest well water per hour won" constructed by a tac;d Company. These works 
were formally opened on the Ub October. 

Unfortunately, tho discovery i»f water and the coins!ruction of the necessary 
works, only constitute a portion—and that , perhaps, Ibe most- tnatLagonble portion—of 
Ibo difficulties which have to bo once mitered in i[ cm ling with tins question. The 
inhald(ants of Timfali have so fur shown but little disposition to avail themselves of the 
Inc illt ios no w afforded 1 ham, W' i ie y prefo r i o use ibo poll utod, 1 nit- eo $ i less, w a tor of 
the canals rather than that-supplied by the Company. This isdiscouraging. Time, 
however, may bring about mi impravemeut

toul Inspection of Engine#, 

The Law ragukdmg the licensing and exuinination of engines in Egypt is in a 
most iinsriiisfaetarv state* I'he haw Courts, when an engine proprietor is brought 
before them for infringing rule* which affect the public sub ay. line him, ns a miolmum, 
10 piastres (3s.}, and rel'iise to stop his engine from working. Iboeoediugs are conse¬ 
quently nt n deadlock, 

A C'umiuiKRioii K now sitting to revise this Law. It is to be hoped that, ilm 
Mixed Courts will agree to same changes, Aceideitl'setmskmlSy occur from l.iic bmstiug 
of steam-engines; j until the Law is amended, the Public Works Department is powerless 
to stop their occurrence.

With the reconqucst of the Soudan, a new chapter in flip history of anti-slavery 
operations begins,, It has at last b-oen found possible to strike a decisive hldw at the 
main prop which holds up tho institution of slavery. So Ions; as slave-raiders were 
free to roam about those provinces in Central Africa item which tho slaves have 
heretofore been principally drawn, it was hopeless fo expect that flic supply could 
altogether ho cutoff. Means would always be found for transporting captured slaves 
to their ultimate destinations. These provinces have now fallen under the influence 
of an European Power, and, moreover, of that Power which, more than any other* has 
"been distinguished for the Kcal and interest which it lias displayed in the anti-slavery 
cause. It would be difficult to exaggerate this ioipurtauee of this achievement in 
connection with the effect which must ultimately In- produced on slavery as an institu¬ 
tion, AYfoat has heretofore been tho eh.icf recruiting ground for slaves is now dosed 
to the slave-raider. Tin) recent Agreement between Her Majesty’s Government and 
th<? Egyptian Government, as regards slue future administration of the Soudan* 
provides (Artide XT) that severe penalties will he attached to the exportation and 
importation of slaves* 

f do not say that slavodumting operations will now no longer foe possible, nor 
tint!' all channels for the transport of slaves from the. centre of Africa to the coast will 
bo closed. Such, on fortunately, is not tho ease. Other provinces axe dill open to tho 
slave-raider. It is well-known I hat an active Trade in Slaves exists between "Wadai 
and [tie coast lying between Tripoli and Alexandria, The Trade is fostered by Hi© 
followers of Sheikh Sennoussi. At tho same time* having regard to tile blow which 
has now been struck, and to tin? further fact that the whole, or tho greater part, of 
Africa appears fo he gradually falling within the sphere of influence of some one or 
other European Power, it is not too much to say that* for the first time in the history 
of Em ton beery operations* there seems to bo some real prospect of final and complete 
success.* Time will* without doubt, be required; but it ; n permissible to hope that, 
.ruder tlie influences now at work, the next generation will boo the almost entire 
extinction of the institution of slavery. 

Although there is every reason i j hope ami believe that the Slave '! mile in I he 
Soudan is a thing of the past* domestic slavery will probably continue to exist for 
some white to come. It will be remembered that in 1877 the Khedive* Esurnil bash a, 
signed a Convention having; for its object the abolition of slavery and tho Slave Trade 
in Egypt. It was provided LliaL- the Convention was to come into operation in the 
Soudan in. 3 88p. It is quite certain that, even if no rebellion bad taken place, (him 
■Convention would have remained a dead letter. The prospects which it hold out to 
those who were interested in the anti-slavery cause wore delusive. General Gordon, 
when lie arrived at Khartoum in 1864* at once saw the impossibility of putting the 
Convent ion in force. IDs declaration on this subject caused some surprise and 
animadversiotu Mr personal opinion at the time was, and still is* that General 
Gordon's action in 1 Siia matter was perfectly justifiable. lie merely accepted an evil 
to which it was not in his power to apply any remedy. Lord Kitchener is obviously 
in a far stronger position for dealing with thin question than was tho case with 
General Gordon fifteen years ago. it is* however, one of great difficulty, tmd will 
require wry careful (reatmont, I am not fit present prepared to discuss it, All I can 
say i* that the importened of the subject is fully recognised* but that any hasty or 
premature action is much to bo deprecated. 

I take this opportunity of mentioning that tho promise which I made to the 
assembled Notables on the occasion of my recent visit to Omdurman, to the effect 
that the Sacred Law of Islam would he treated with respect* does not in any way 
tie the hands of tht; Government in dealing with this matter. The Shoria is applied 
in Egypt, but slavery* if not dead, h moribund*

“The oppo^um to the transfer of cemeteries, wliicjh was at first very strong, ia 
diminish mg greatly of late years,, and my experience is that when once the new eonm- 
lery is completed, and the initial oust paid, the. village inhabitants are the first to 
recognise the advantage conferred on them by having a decent cemetery at :i suitable 
distance from their habitations. 

“This is another example of the advantage of the Government taking the initia¬ 
tive in a measure which certainly would never have been suggested by native opinion.' p 


Cairo Lunatic Asylum, 

l have on previous occasions alluded to the fact that the accommodation provided 
at the Cairo Lunatic Asylum is very inadequate. Dr, AVamuck, the Head of the 
Asylum, has again drawn attention to this subject. “ Patients," lie writes, ,f pre¬ 
maturely discharged continue to causa danger to the public, and yet there is no 
accommodation to retain them in the Asylum until cured,” 1 can only say that the 
importance o! this question is fully recognized, and that 1 trust it will eventually be 
possible to provide the funds for the construction of the requisite buildings. In the 
meanwhile, it is satisfactory to know that some little progress is being made. Last 
year ft female infirmary was completed, and is now in occupation, 'Hie resilience of 
the Medical Superintendent was also finished. A male iidsnnary is now under 
construction, ana will be finished in a few months. I hose buildings have been in 
great part constructed by the labour of tlie patients in the Asylum. 

In this branch of the Administration, ns in all others, qualified European super¬ 
vision has made its influence immediately felt. The tbHotying figures show the 
percentage of deaths to the average daily number resident in the Asylum :—

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AVheui it is remembered that Dr. TViimock was first appointed to lake charge of 
the Asylum in February 18t)5, these figures toll their own tale. 


Deaths from tuberculosis, a disease largely duo to overcrowding, have fallen from 
twenty-three La to eight in.

Hashish* 

I dwelt in my Report of hist year on the evils winch arise from the extensive use 
of hash ish i n E gy pi 11, is a ver y f req uent can sc of ui&itii ty. Dr. Wa r j iock, th e Hoad 
ni l.lus Cairo Lunatic Asylum, again alludes to this subject i]i Ids Report for last 
year. 

It ts more than doubtful whether the use of the drug can ever he entirely 
suppressed by preventive measures. At the same time, it. was rmterious that, prior to 
no very strenuous attempts laid beep made to put the existing laws into force. 
I his lias now been eiirmged. During the past, year the police displayed far greater 
activity than heretofore in the enforcement of preventive measures. 

Move than 10,000 kilog. of hashish wore seized throughout the country by the 
coast-guard alone, besides ithou^j *2,0lK) hi log. which were captured by the Customs and 
other Administrations, J 

In addition to this, .120 proprietors in Cairo, and 55 in Alexandria, were 
convicted by the Tribunals, and their lionscs ordered to bo closed ; Itet establishments 
in Cairo closed their than's in consequence of the difficulties e is countered owing to the 
increased activity of the police. 

The price at which hashish can be purchased aunvplilinusly in small quantities in 
thn surest indication of the comparative efficiency or otherwise of rhe preventive 
measures taken. In the Dlricus the ordinary price of the drug is from 7 fr, to 8 fr. 
the oke (2; s c - lbs A I’hc east of shipment amounts to 2 fr, per oke, and that of 
expenses ot possible bribes and transport, &«., to i lie interior of Egypt to another 
I - iv, or 11- Jr, Thus, the oke ol ordinary hash]sin by the time ii is stored in Cairo, 
may be estimated lo have boat D-om 22 fr, to 2t J'r. If there is a large quantity in the 
country, the selling price will naturally be low; huh at, (Ins end of L8GK the rate 
averaged !rom 40 lr. to ull Ir. the oke. Thus, the retailer gains not less than 20 fr. 
per oke, or about So per cent. 

1 he extreme portability ol hashish renders it rm easy article to smuggle in every 
conceivable manner ; no sooner have the preventive agents detected a scheme for its 
ratroditdion iu tbo hollow frames of iron bedsteads, than they discover large 
quantities compiled within spec [ally construe ted grindstones and inside the slaves of 
casks. The devices to which the smugglers resort arc unlimited, and at the same time 
they never cuaae to do their utmost, by means of a lavish system of bribery, to corrupt 
any employes whom they may consider likely to betray the confidence of their 
superiors. Latterly* the increased efficiency of l lie preventive services lias rendered 
the iutroduetioa of the drug very difficult j the smugglers have been compelled to 
have recourse to the shores of the Libyan Desert, which stretches from Alexandria to 
So I loom, some 2 i!) mites west. It is diilieult fur the small force of coast-guard cruisers 
and Camel Corps guards available to block this long line of desert const completely ; a 
fast schooner occasionally succeeds in running u cargo, which is at once landed and 
buried iu the sand until the Dcdouiuj who has accompanied the cargo front Europe, 
obtains the camels necessary to bring n into Egypt proper The smugglers usually 
bring in one or two camel-loads at u time, and contrive to escape detectimi by 
introducing these animals among a number of others. Once in a town or vilhigc T 
detection is improbable* TJic customer are well known, and great care is taken to 
avoid attracting public attention. A very small quantity, about m grammes, meets 
all the requirement of a confirmed hashish smoker for a week, A singe camel-load 
of 150 kifog. would, therefore, suffice for 408 persons for a month. 

The difficulties with which the Government has to contend are, therefore, verv 
considers hie. The efforts-of the coast-guard to check the ii] trod net ion, and of the 
police tu detect the presence, of hashish in the interior may keep the price of the drug 
at u comparatively high figure* and thus increase the difficulties of its acquisition by 
tile population, More than tills is searccly to be expected.

Epizootic Disease*. 

On the 23rd January,Sir John Eogers wrote to mo; ** The animal health of 
the coiutirv is now exceptionally good/’ J regret to any that-, since this was wriltcn* 
cattle plague lias made its appearance in the neighbourhood of ft oak in. It appears to 
have been imported from Abyssinia. Every effort h being made to chock the spread 
of the disease. It is, however, manifest that, in spile of all procaulions, there is a 
serious risk of Egypt becoming mice tod. 

A discussion bus been going on for some while as to the safety or Otherwise of 
allowing Russia a cattle to ha imported into Egypt. The point is one upon which 
some difference of opinion exists amongst competent authorities. As i write, the 
question still remains unsettled.

Some useful amendments wore mode last year in the Egyptian Codes, For full 
information on these proms, as also on the general question of the working of ihc 
Native Tribunals, I must; refer to a Report almmt to he published by Mr. MH Ivrailh, 
who, in the eom'xa of hist year, was appointed to the post, of rhidieiai Adviser in 
succession to Sir John Scott, I propose merely to draw attention to a few points of 
special importance. 

Until recently, the Penal Code contained no provisions, eoneerning railway 
accidents which arc the result of criminal outrage. Tins omission has now boon 
rectified. The pmirlple which lias been adopted in legislating on tills subject is that 
of the graduation of the penalty according to the gravity id the consequences resulting 
from tliCi ermmini act. 

A further innovation, which was made in the course of last, year, was to render 
escape from custody, without prison-breaking or other violence, a penal ft donee. 

IieretiifotCj the native Code, following the example in this respect of most of the 
continental Codes, did not punish this offence. Inasmuch « c extramural labour is one 
of the leading features of the Egyptian penitentiary system, legislation on this subject 
became a matter of necessity. 

A comph.de revision M the Penal and Criminal Proectlurc Codes is about to hr 
undertaken. Mr. Mull wraith truly remarks jtliat " inevitable practical Jieccssitict have 
rendered so many changes indispensable, and so many piece-meal modifications have 
been made from time to time, that these Codes have completely lost such homogeneity 
as they can over have possessed, and have become to-day a_ perplexing mass nt 
Imteiogouecnis legislation/ 1 ' The leading European and Egyptian Magistrate have 
been nonsuited on this subject. Their suggest imis end criticwnis mv underebirsidera- 
tinn, it is hoped that tiic revision of the J.Vna] Code may take place during the 
current year. That uf the Code of Criminal Procnhu’e will then be taken lu hand. 

Turning: to the Civil Cod.', I have to remark that, in order to relieve the work of 
[he auinmary Tribunals, which were hcrelufmo overwhelmed with putty disputes in 
which very l rilling sum a- «J money were involved,, jurlsdiciiuii to try civil eases relating 
to personalty, in which the sum involved does not exceed E. T, 100, has beau ecu I'erml 
on a certain number of village Onidehs. T do not doubt the desirability of this 
measure, but the manner in which the Omdebs exercise their new powers will requin: 
to be very carefully watched. 

A new jiidiiia! Tariff, which materially reduced l r'gal costs, came in ^operation 
towards the cud p| lSfcijfv Fat from reducing the ivceSpis of dm Tribunals, this 
measure has resulted in n eonsidenihle increase of nflfcuuc. the figures being £ K. .1 lu t 0fifl

Unfortunately, there is in Egypt a wide gap between the conception 
and the execution of reforms, .VI the time the Regulations wore framed, 1 Fell, doubtFnl 
ns to I hoi] - application. T regret to say that my fears in this r^pect. have been 
real i »ad , ft U nfer tu na I ®1 y " &f r. Mu 11 w h at !i w rit ‘ f t li ese flewrts hi lv i s d isp 1 ay nd a 
marked disinclination to depart in any way from tlictr traditional methods of procedure. 
As an instance of this pertinacious cons'emtism, T may mention fclio citcumstanco 
that though the Regulations provide that each ease shall be conducted regularly Atep 
by step, until its conclusion—statement of claim, defence and judgment—in order 
that, so far as possible,’ cadi several case may bo deposed of in rotation, the Cadis 
pro tor to hear the statement of claim in live, ten, twenty cases, one after the other, add 
then adjourn till a future sitting for tin* hearing of a corresponding >hmg of defences, 
ft is difficult, to imagine how, under such circumstances, justice can he done in any 
particular case, or,, indeed, what security there is Unit the right defence will 1 h* attrU 
buted to its respective si ;i tom out of claim." 

ft can, under such circumstances, he no matter for surprise that the decisions of 
the Mnhkcraelts fail to give satisfaction to the public. 

I quota another passage from Mr. MdRvmilRs Report as evidence of the manner 
in which business is conducted in the establishments affiliated to these Courts, li is 
n matter of much importance that the archives, which are under the control of the 
Mehkemi.’hs; should be kept in proper order. Mr. McNwraith thus describ *$ the emi- 
flif.iiin of the institution which, in Cairo, correspond* to Somerset House in fjoudon :

Numbers of these sacks of papers* minny of which 
fell to pieces on being iouciic.l, have lain m iisturiied in the same corner For centuries. 
Yet they are all title deeds of morn nr less value, llodgcts and Wnkfiehs, often of great 
importance to the parties interested. Such a tiding as an index or a catalogue was 
iucxistent, and it is diflicult to v. riders fund how any one could ever obtain u copy of a 
particular document couqeruing him. Indeed, I behove, it is admitted ihar the 
fniicUqmvi y hitherto in charge wits the rnily humau beiug who could find his way about 
i hose archives/’

English has been put mi a footing of equality with Breach in 
the Government schools," Up to the present time, however, them lias ten one 
exception to this rale, Thu Snlv IbarOpeiin language now used in the school of law 
is Emidu The result is that ill the pupils on the English side of tho preparatory 
schools arci practically debarred from entering the legal profession; The treatment of 
this question has limn delayed partly for financial reasons, and partly because in n 
country such as Egypt, where there was so much to do in ilie way o:l reform, ii was 
very desirable to proceed deliberately and not to endeavour to make too many changes 
simultaneously.

Very lew young EgypLiana entered the School of 
Mttdjcims The reason for this dearth of students was not that the profession of 
medicine was unpopular, but That no confidence was felt in lliu instruction afforded 
at i lie school,' I lie whole (ivgam/uthm of tins insl itutinu was in fact Very defective. 

The majority of the pma-ssors w me KgyptinUH who possessed no special quatiflca¬ 
tions n teach Dir subject* nn which they lectured; the course of instruct! ,u exlrmdcd 
Over six years, ;'md was far loo theoretical; the Wurk done by the students in the 
adjoining hospital could be only partially controlled by flit’ schou] autheu-ities, Under 
such conditions iho necessity of reform was obvious. Opinions, however, differed 
greatly, as Lo the nature and extent of the measures required. Ir, was decided, 
thia'Olore. to lake t lie Dpinh.ii nf an expert.

It 
is for man y reasons convenient that these two schools should he iti dose proximity one 

It will, I trust, serve as sonic abcouragement both to the professors ami the pupils 
of this school, that Lord Kitchener has applied for live .students tor service m the 
Soudan. It is probable that private agridultiii&I enterprise throughout Egypt mil 
provide an increasing' nninher of the best students with remunerative employment. 

Technical Schools* 

The Technical School at Boulal; is gradually becoming one of the most popular 
and efficient educational establishment in Egypt, The requests made duriiig the pa^L 
vcai' to (he Director of this school, by private employers of labour, for the smiccs m 
impila as a] p rent ices or workmen, were so numerous that ii was impossible to uuiuplv 
with them. All the sixty-eight pupils who completed their course of traiuiu- hist, 
year have, without exception,' obtained employ men! cither in Government or in private 
establishments. With one except ion, till of I hem arc in receipt of wages varying In mi 
p. T, WO to P. T. (100 a month. Thirty-four have been appointed as telegraph clerks ; 
l(j obtained technical posts in various State Administrations; IB aio employed 
by various industrial societies* mainly by the sxigar factories in Upper Kgypt? 

Want of funds has prevented the appointment of a properly quahliwl stall of 
teachers and foremen to the Technical School at Mansourah. This school is also 
hampered by the want of suitable premises. The steady increaso of income from 
the orders sent to it by the general pul?Iic, test! lies, however, to il* growing 
popularity, 

Thf Univzrstfjt of El-Azknr. 

I mentioned last year Unit the author! lie* of the ELA^Iiai 1 University had applied 
for the services of thirteen pmfessovs from the Governjiiunt schooh r with a view to 
a Hording instruction in inatbei unties, geography, history,^. I am udornted that 
this new departure has produced satisfactory results, but the l 1 nivcrsitv is m no way 
under the eoulml of thcDcpni-tmcu' of Tublie lns.tnid.ioJi, and any outenle mlcflorenco 
with its administration is viewed with so much jealousy that it is di(lieuIt to exj»rass 
anv tfitstwoiThy opinion on thin subject. Bo far, however, ns I am abte to 
there appears to be some slight movement m the direction uf adapting tin- (raclung 
at this ancient institution to modem acquirements. This tendency, should m 
course, ho cncourjiLTd by all reasonable and practicable means. I dual it whether it 
has so far acquired sufficient strength, to ho eons id eyed a very potent agency m the 
direction of reform.

useful and honourable,, albeit sometimes humble, pari in the administration of their 
own conutry. Ji would be unduly optimistic to suppose that, for many years to eoine, 
the educational system can attain any highe r ideal than this,

On 111e oilier kuuK the important Deportment of Finance employs 37 Europeans, 
of whom 13 arc BiHlsh, nnd 513 Egyptians. The Interior, in all its branches, aiul 
including the officers of Italics employs 102 Europeans* of whom 02 are British, and 
7S4 Egyptians, The Public Works Department, excUi&ive of the Ghiieh Museum, 
employs 72 Europeans, of whom 28 are British* and 450 Egyptians, The Native 
Tribunals give employment to 14 Europeans, of whom 12 are British and 1119 
Egyptians. 

Jn iionG of these four last-named Departments is frbo administration inter- 
nationalized, They nw for (lie most, part inuler AngloEgypfctan control. 

The extent to which Kuropean agency is really employed in the Government of 
Egypt may perhaps best be appreciated by looking to those columns of the Table given 
above, which show the number of European officials in receipt of morn than 30it a 
month. Excluding 2J niliciata belonging to the Department of Public fust ruction, 
282 Europeans are included in this eategmy. Of these 130 are British, rmd 152 of 
other national Eta, 8-3 British and 97 of oilier nationalities arc in receipt of salaries 
varying from .4" E, 30 to 4 K TO a month. 4(5 British anti 55 of other nationalities 
are in receipt of snlories of over £ lb 70 a month. The maximum salary received by 
any Egyptian official is £, E, 2,700 a year. This is the salary of an Egyptian 
Minister, Tim maximum salary received by an European official is £ % 2,000 u- 
yoar.

Position of Egyptian Qjjkitfh* 

An incident occurred a short time ago, in connection with the Administration of 
the Watts, to which, inasmuch as a somewhat important queaiion of principle was 
involved in its treatment, it may be desirable that ! should allude. 

In a ilepnrt prepared by Mr. Cave on the state of Egypt in 1B78, tic said : “ One 
of the causes which operates most against the honesty and oUidkmey of native ofltecra 
is the precarious i enure of office. From the Pasha down wards every office is a 
CemiuoY rii will, n;i-l cxpurfomic shows that, while di-.honesty goift wholly or [jailially 
iininiiushcdj indepeJidCTUMj uf thought and action, resolution to do outas duty and to 
resist lho peculation and neglect which pervade every Department, give rise to 
intrigues which, sooner or later, bring about the downfall of honest officials.” 

There can lie no question that in these words Mr. Cave bit one of the main do foots 
which the Egyptian shared in common with Other systems of Oriental ml minis! ration. 
When the era of reform set in them was no point on which Hi use who, like Nuljfu* 
Pasha, were well acquainted with the condition of Egypt, insisted more strongly than 
on the absolute necessity of affording Egyptian officials-nde quale guarnntecs against an 
abuse of power by those sd In authority over them. In the early days ;>1‘ the British 
occupation a law was, there tore, passed, which provided that, although an Egyptian 
official could be removed to the pension list by a decision of the Council of .Ministers, 
he could not be dtettiissed from the service unless either Ins place was abolished* or Ire 
bad been tried and sentenced to dismissal by a Council of Discipline for the com¬ 
mission of some specific die nee. This law, perhaps, erred somewhat on the side of 
unduly Fettering the action of the executive Government, Cases, indeed, barn not 
un frequently occimrd of officials who, for one reason or another, would probably have 
linen obliged to leave the Government service, had they been serving In any ether 
country but Egypt, hut who have been maintained in lheir positions owing to (he 
stringency of the law, which gives I hem security of tenure. If, however, (his was a 
fault, it v.as one on the right side. Broadly speaking, it may be said thal the cll'eet 
produced both by this law and by the manner in which it lias been applied, on the 
general tone of the public service in Egypt has been excellent Under its shadow 
native officials throng haul the country have been encouraged to do their duty 
honestly and fearlessly, 

A "short time ago sonic subordinate officials were dismissed from the ‘VTakis 
Administration without having hern tried by a Council of Discipline ‘Whether or 
not they deserved dismissal was, relatively speaking* a matter id minor importance. 
The essential point was to render it clear (hut the law muslbe respected, Without 
going into Uu: details of these particular eases it will be sufficient. for me to say Unit 
measures wore taken to enforce this lesson, At (ho same time the special l:tw, which 
heretofore existed relative to the Council of Discipline of the Wukfs Administnilion, 
and which did not provide adequate guarantees For the impartial dispensation of 
p-tice, was amended. The employes of ibis Administration arc now placed un pre¬ 
cisely the same footing fts other Government scrvaiils.

The almost liberty for the expression of opinions on all subjects 
exists in Egypt, neither is it at [til necessary or desirable to Impure too closely into 
the political |rocli vidua of any Individual, even though he may hold un rifficmL 
position. II is, however* obvious that in 'Egypt, as elsewhere, those who serve the 
Government arc expected to impose some restraint. on the expression of their views. 
They cannot he allowed the same complete liberty of speech and action which is 
accorded to private individuals. Phis argument holds good more partEcutarly in the 
cflsR of Judges^on whom, from Dio very nature of their offices, a special degree of 
reserve is manifestly imposed. ,

The,'Society for the ITcventioii ta Cruelty to Animals has continued its useful and 
humane work in Cairo during the past. year. It cannot he doubted that since hd 
creation iu i$lJ.o a very marked iiii[»n>vctai)rit has taken place in the condition of 
animals In the largo towns. For tho details in connection with this subject I mii>L 
refer to the Ahum a l Report of tlm Society which lura recently been published, hut I

The Egyptian Minister for Foreign A Unit* has recently been 
in ecu mu unicat soli with M. Cogordan on this subject, and I have now the hoaonr to 
inclose n draft. Decree which M* Cugordnn lias taken with hint to Paris. 

This Decree provides that, with ojm exception, uny decision taken by the majority of 
die ( tnssn will be valid The exception ts to (ho ellbel that, when it is proposed to apply 
Like money oi the reserve fund to military expenditure, iinmiiuiily wilt be required. 
Further, it is proposed dal the unpledged portion of the reserve fund shall not be allowed 
to sink below £ E. 500,000. 

I should mention that there will he tin necessity to insert these propositi# in the 
Codes. If once flic Decrees regulating this subject arc altered with the common consent 
of the Powers who were panics to the Law of Liquidation, the Tribunals can scarcely do 
otherwise than apply them.

These proposals are, I think, of a nature which can he accepted. 

The assertion of the rights of the majority of the C&isse is, ot course, a double-edged 
weapon. There is no certainty that the majority will always be on the side oi' Anglo- 
Egyptiau interests ; nevertheless it is, un the whole, desirable that, a majority should 
decide, It is improbable that any harm will result to British or Egyptian interests by 
sacrificing the rights oi the minority, whilst, on the other hand, the proposed Law will get 
rid of one considerable cause of embarrassment. When once a majority of the Caissc 
agrees to any particular course of action the Egyptian Government will, at all events* 
feel assured that they cun give effect to their decision without risk of its legality being 
impugned. 

As regards the exception which it is proposed to make in respect lo military expen¬ 
diture i have the following observations to submit to your Lordship. 

Tikis will certainly be regarded as a concession made to the French Government* 
but it is oric which we can welt afford to make, li is of little practical value, for it is in 
the highest degree improbable that any further proposal will over be put forward to devote 
money from the reserve fund to extraordinary military expenditure. Neither does the 
concession necessarily imply any acquiescence in the judgment delivered some two years 
ago by the Tribunals. It merely amounts to this, that no further proposal similar to that 
made in 1896 will be put forwardj 

On the other hand, it would, I think* be impossible to expect the French, after all 
that has occurred* to leave this question In the hands of a majority. It. would be tanta¬ 
mount us asking them to confess publicly that the attitude they assumed in 1896 was 
altogether wrong, 

M. Cogordan is himself favourably disposed towards the present proposals, bin it it 
impossible to foresee how they will be received Sti Paris. 

I bring the matter to your Lords!dp's attention now, as it has occurred to me that, ip 
the course of the negotiations on other matter# it might, perhaps, be possible to mention 
the subject to M. Cam bon, 

I do not think that, as matters now stand* the whole of Lins question is of much 
practical importance cjthcr from the English or the French point of view, but Et lias attracted 
an amount of public attention somewhat out of proportion to its intrinsic merits, it would, 
I t hink, be in the interests of both Governments to arrive at some reasonable compromise 
before the expiry of the year for which period the Tribunals have been renewed. 
Otherwise a eooil deal oi friction* which it would be as well to avoid, may occur. 

I trust* therefore, than M. Cogordan will, on the expiry of bis leave of absence, return 
to Egypt with full powers to settle it. I have* however, little hope of bis doing so, unless 
the matter be to some extent taken out of the hands of the permanent officials at the 
Qua! d’GrsEiy.

PROM the iJewish books captured in Omdurmun it. appears that the Khalifa’s total 
fighting three tm the 2nd September amounted in upwards of 52,001 men. 

Of thin number 10,800 were hilled, ami some ‘1,000 arc calculated n* having escaped, 
the remainder who were able to return to the town did ao, uni] surrendered ; ti large 
proportion of these were slightly wounded, and those who were too severely wounded to 
move from the battle-field wore carried into the town hy their relatives or friends, and 
tended in their own homes. 

Under die above circumstances it can readily be understood that it was practically 
impossible to make an accurate estimate of the number of wminded; the numbers 
telegraphed, viz., 10*000, were calculated ltd laws ;— 

Of the -1,000 D^visll black ti'ogpfr who sin’ivnitcved, 1,222 were wounded; there 
were wounded in almost every house in OmdnmujiL and in view of tin.- met. that 
almost every alile-hodied emu is. the town had been forced to take part in the battle, 
it i? E':i) 3' to assume that the number of wounded as telegraphed was not overestimated. 

To attempt the medical treatment of so vast u number was manifestly far beyond iSic 
capabilities of the military Ibid hospitals—of these the largo field hospital at, Khor 
ShanibuL administered iffat aid to the wounded, and passed them on to Omdummn; a 


* 
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certain number were also treated in the smaller field hospitals in the British and Egyptian 
camps; but it was in Omtlunmui itself that the greatest difficulty Was experienced In 
attempting to ad miniver aid to the large tmiuber of wounded scattered a mongsttbc houses 
and huts pending over a very large, area. 

Au Egyptian doctor, Tbissau Eflendi Zeki, whu bad been u prisoner with the 
Dervishes, was appointed GertgrabSn.perlntcndcnt for the care of tho Dervish woundeo ; 
he at once for tiled a-hospital in a central position* where upwards of 400 oE the woist 
ruses were tended ; a huge number of out-ftallciUs also attended dully to have their wounds 
dressed; in addition to the above, many of the wounded were attended in their houses, 
and every effort >vhb made to alleviate their sufferings. AJ1 possible assistance was 
rendered bv the Egyptian Army Medical Depart men t, by whom surgical appliances, field 
dressings, &e. f wore freely provided, and l he cl furls made to treat me wounded elicited 
i heir gratitude and iLurpi ise, affording il verv agreeable contrast to [he manner in which they 
were accustomed to be treated under the Khali lb A ruse.

This morning ! heard a persistent rumour that a Belgian 
post at &abn Sim-Shm newly opposite Bor, was attacked at night by Dervishes, who 
landed from their steamer some way down stream and erupt up to the an re bn. ho 
natives say the sentries were slack or not posted mid that the Belgian force was almost 
nnmliiWd. losing six or eight Europeans. This is not confirmed, but as I am proceeding 
to-morrow to Itofof and lido to sec \to Hanolet, I shall hear about it. It might be 
that as the Dervishes have doubtless heard of the British steamship at Fashodaand of my 
presence hercy they n re seen ring a line of retreat through the Bar-eLGhazal and Dinkn

They have a steamer called Cow-Cow,” the last from Khartoum which came 
down about two years ago, and have boon unable to return owing to the river being 
blocked by sudd. 

They have had no news from Khartoum since her arrival, and arc consequently 
short of atom tin ill au: The ateainer is in very bad .'condition, one paddle being bruken, 
and they work her with the remaining. Them milybc some truth in this, as the Bart 
are very knmvtodgablc about river and steamer alfiiirs, Arabi Daftilkh, the Dervish Emir 
iu command, is a nephew of the Kliulifa, and has been in charge for many years. The 
news of the fall of Umdurman will filter down to them in time. St has already been 
sent from here, but will be discredited by them.

They areas follows After the battle of Omdurman,” Lord Kitchener telegraphs to 
inc% “ I. thought it was politically advisable, considering the shite r>l the country, that the 
MiihdiV tomb, which was die" centre of pilgrimage and fanatical feeling should be 
destroyed ; the tomb was also sn ja dangerous condition owing to the damage done to it 
by shell fmu and might have caused loss of life, if left as it was. When l left Oauhiruian 
for Fashoda, ! ordered its destruction. This was done in my absence, the Malidis buries 
being thrown into the Nile, The skull only was preserved and handed over to me lor 
disposal. No ether bones were kept, and there was no coffin,” 

1 ma\ remark incidentally that the last sentence in Lord Kitcheners telegram has 
manifestly been elicited \ y reports which have been eummt to the effect that souse ot the 
MtihriPs bonelsj ns also portions ni h bis coffin, had been preserved by. individual officers 
who accompanied the expedition.
